Mayor Tanner was invited to dis- 
cuss the prospects of getting gas piped” 
into our thriving communities.

He visits the Gas Company in 
Calgary regularly and always receives 
a sympathetic hearing. Mr. Tanner 
asks for a united effort of all our 
people to support his claims and peti- 
tions. The officials of the Gas Com- 
peny have conducted several surveys 
of Magrath and Raymond. 

Difficulty during the War In secur- 
ing materials prevented immediate in- 
stallation. However, we are not going 
to get this important utility by a few 
apnerling for favors or playing on a 
sense of duty of the Gas Company, It 
is a private enterprise—they are in 
business and we, the public, have not 
entirely convinced the Gas Company 
officials that we are really in. favor 
of converting to gas. The Canadian 
Sugar Factories have not seen fit, so 
far, to convert to gas-—-that would be 
a great boost to our cause. Thére is 
no use in demanding. that the Mayor, 
or some other official tell the Gas Co. 
to bring us gas. The Company must 
sell large quantities of gas—when we 
convince them we will use it in suffi- 
cient quentities, they will bring it to 
us 

The of the world, in- 
cluding Raymond have two weak spots 
—~ignorance is the first and the second 
is a great willingness to “let George 
do it”. The common citizen feels him- 
self too small to matter. What can 
you do about gas? Let us kill these 
two weak sisters in our system. First 
get the facts. Get the figures in your 
own home and business fuel require- 
ments. If you are convinced that gas 
is more economical than your present 
system, then push your share in the 
campaign to get it. Make your wants 
known. Finding fault with the Mayor 
or Sugar. Company will not get ‘us gas. 
If you want gas, say so where it will 
do some good, If you are convinced 
that gas is not for you--say it loud 
and long. ; 

New war restriction threats are im- 
inent. If we are going to do anything, 
we had better do it now, Get behind 
your Town Council, the Lions Club, 
your own Club, or organize a Citizens 
League and get on the ball. We will 
get gas when end if the Gas Company 
are convinced that the people are de- 
sirous and anxious to burn huge sup- 
plies of natural gas, Say it loud and 
Say it now!

Leo came to Raymond as a young 
child when the family moved here 
from the Cardston district where they 
were old timers. His schooling has 
all been taken here. He was a member = 
of the boxing class and known for his 
sporting ways among the lads with 
whom he sparred, as well as his in- 
structors. 

Following the death of his father 
four years ago, the young lad took 
responsibility much beyond his years 
showing his ability to meet life's 
problems, 

Leo will be missed by many friends 
but those who miss him most will be 
his mother Margaret, his three als- 
ters, Joan, Bonnie, Jessalyn and bro- 
ther Dennis. 

Funeral services were conducted in 
the Second.Ward Chapel of the L.D.8. 
Church with the Rev. Ward officiating 
Music was provided by the 2nd Ward 
choir with Mrs. L. J. Hawkin con- 
ducting and Mrs Delbert Oler at the 
organ. Special numbers were given by 
Mrs. DeVoe Matkin and Mr. and Mrs.

You are always supposed to be on 
your back but after another month | 
was allowed to get up and learn to 
walk again,

an aid, but he did more for othe: 
Victims than any other single individ- 
ual. It was he who inaugurated the 
March of Dimes which gives every 
one the privilege of helping the less 
fortunate.
